In others, algo, circumstances militat- 
ed against success in that anemploy- 
ed men took up the cultivation of vac- 
ant lots, and, upon securing employ- 
ment, neglected them. On the whole, 
however, the movement can be re- 
garded us a distinct success. No esti- 
mate of the value of the product is 
available, but, judging from the en- 
thusiasm of some of the 
gardeners, the total value is large.

| may look across the futur, to the time 
when our far northern mineral de- 
posits, thougt ‘natecessible and incap- 
able of development at pregent, will 
develop centres of industry. But we 
travel daily across the non-agricul-

Big Loss Through Hail 
Saskatchewan Patitve Have Lost 
Heavily This Year 
Saskatchewan farmers have lost 


this year, through hail, over $2,000,- 
000, according to a conservative esti- 
mate made by the Saskatchewan hail 
commission. J, E. Poynter, chairman 
of the hail fnsurance commission, in 
an interview gtated that this estimate 
had been made only after a complete 
survey of the province by the hail 
comniissioners and inspector. 

Mr. Poynter estimated that not over 
fifty per eent. of the loss through hail 
to the Saskatchewan farmers was coy- 


jered by hai] insuranc® of any kind. 


The loss was considerably greater 
than that of last year. There were 
several reasons for this. In the first 
ice, the area under crop this year 


was -much greater than in Any pre- 
vious year. Another factor which 
tended to make the loss so much 


greater was the splendid crops which 
had been brought almost to maturity

Interesting Facts and Figures Concerning the Immigration 


Work Carried on by the 


ada has expended thirteén and 
a tf million dollars in the nag fif- 
teen years on immigration work In all 
parts of theWorld and the result has 
been a direct increase in populatio . 
by new arrivals of about three million 
people. This, and a whole lot more 
information concerning immigration 
work is contained in a very interest- 
ing little booklet issued by the direc- 
tion of Hon. W. J. Roche, minister of 
the interior, called “Immigration 
acts and Figures.” 


Immigration has been encouraged 
from the British Isies, the United 
States and = certain European coun- 


tries, but, of course, at present the 
campaign is not being carried on in 
Germany, Austria, Finland or Russia. 
Southern. Muropeans or Asiatics have 
not been wanted at any time, 

There are Various ways in which 
the attractions -of Canada are set 
forth to the prospective emigrant. 
Regular agencies are established, 
newspaper publicity, distribution of 
pamphlets, exhibits of grains and 
other products; and in Great Britain 
exhibition wagons are sent around 
through the country districts, In the 


United. States exhibits are made “at 
the big fairs and expositions, In) 
Great Britain and Hurope arrange- 


ments are Made With steamship and 


hooking agents, whereby a bonus is, 


paid for the emigrants which are di- 
rected to this country, Records in the 
pamphlet go back as far as 1897, but 
in the majority of instances they are 
not complete for all that period, as 
more detailed and accurate informa- 
tion regarding new arrivals in the Do- 
winions are constantly being intro- 
diced, 

During the past 15 yeas there was 
a total immigration of $050,000, the 
largest number from any country be- 
ing those from the British Isles, 1,159,- 
628; with Americans a close second, 
1,058,000, Of the remainder the Aus- 


tro-Hungarians, which include the 
Galicians, nmuinbered 200,000; Ger- 
mans, 38,000; Italians, 119.000, and 
Russians 7,000. These are the round

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Better Prices — 
For Crops 


Banking and Business Interests 
Should Co-operate With the 
Farmers 


At a meeting held recently in Win- 
nipeg at which representatives of the 
farmers’ organizations of Western 
Canada were present, the matter of 
prices likely to be received for the 
present crop was disvurseed. It was 
the unanimous opinfon of those pres- 
ent that a heavy movement on the part 
of the farmers to sell their grain at the 
present time would be almost certal: 
to force prices to a lower leve] and 
that if a more leisurely method of mar- 
keting were followed py the farmers 
in the disposal of their grain a better 
average price all-round would be se- 
cured for it. 

While it was recognized that the 
matter of giving advice on the selling 
of grain is a difficutl one, it was 
thought advisable by all present to 
make a public statement advising the 
farmers of Western Canada, ag far as 
possible, to store a portion of their 
grain on their farms, and, in this way, 
Spread the marketing of it over the 
next eight or ten months, rather than 
place it in immense quantities upon 
the market in the next few months 
with the certainty—as far as the pres- 
ent outlook is concerned—of ‘bringing 
prices to a considerably lower level. 

Lake and ocean boat space is more 
scarce thati fimprevigus years; rates 
for such space are higher than ever 

efore; rates of exchange between 
this country and Euvope are also more 
adverse than they have even been and 
undoubtedly the flooding of the mar- 
ket with grain immedtately after 
threshing will mean that these charges 
Which ultimately have to be paid by 
the farmer, will go higher than ever, 

It was thought advisable to publicly 


request the co-operation of the banks | 


and business interests generally in the 
matter. Their co-operation might take 


the form of extending the time for pay- j 


ment of liabilities that farmers might 
have to such banks or b 
ests, rather than to force the farmers 
to sell their grain at a sacrifice in or- 
der to meet lities ling due in 
October and November. The banks 
particularly by taking advantage of 
the powers recently conferred could 
meke advances to farmerg on the se- 
curity of grain on the farm. 

If this method of marketing can be 
followed, we feel certain that it will 
result in a greater monetary return for 
the crop to the farmers of Western 
Canada than will otherwise obtaip, 
and it seems apparent that such a re- 
sult will be a direct benefit to every 
business interest in the country, and 


at the same time will insure a steady | 


flow of grain sufficient for the needs 
of the empire. 

More leisiwely marketing of our 
grain has always been advocated by 
the leaders of the farmers’ organiza- 
tions and we make this statement at 
the present time for the purpose of dl- 
recting attention to this very import- 
ant mattey at a period when our crop 
is just beginning to move. We believe 
that if farmers follow our suggestion 
in large numbers that the result will 
prove that the scheme is far more 
practical than any other that could be 
suggested to insure a fair réturn for 
the crop,

STOCK INSPECTION e 


The new Stock Inspection Act re. 
quires that when livestock is offered 
for shipment to a point outside of the 
Province, the same must be inspected 
for brands, and the shipper must eith- 
er own the brand that is on the ani- 
mals or he must have a Memorandum 
of Sale signed by such owner. If the 
animal is unbranded, the seller must 
state in his Memorandum how he ac- 
quired the auimal that is offered for 
shipment. 

All animals sold at a sale yard or 
exchange table, stock yard or abattoir 
must be inspected before payment 
therefor is made, as much also ani- 
mals sold on a farm or at the private 
stables of the seller. unless they have 
been on the premises for at least thir- 
ty days. 

If u farmer raises a horse or cow. 
and sells it at the farm, no inspectic 
is required. If he brings it into town 
and sells it, it then must be inspected 
because it has not been on the premi- 
ses Where sold for thirty days. 

If a resident in a town or city own 
a horse and keeps it in his own pri- 
vate stable, he may, if he has owned 
it for more than thirty days, sell it 
wthout inspection. If he keeps it in 
a livery and sale stable, or if he takes 
the animal there to be sold, it must 
be inspected for brands, the proof of 
ownership must bé established before 
it can be taken away or payment 
therefor accepted.
